On  the  9th  April  1958,  at  the  inaugural  meeting  of  this  Authority,  you 
einted  me  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Mr,  J,R,  Wins  tan  ley  the  Chief  Publio 
1th  Inspector  to  the  Whistcn  Rural  District  Council,  as  your  acting  Public  Health 
lector.  One  of  the  District  Publio  Health  Inspectors  of  the  Whiston  Rural  District 
incil  was  allocated  to  work  in  the  Kirkby  Urban  District  as  part  of  the  "agency" 
■angenents. 


Prom  the  last  mentioned  date  and  until  November,  this  staff  carried  out  the 
ential  day  to  day  work  of  the  department.  At  the  sane  tine  arrangements  were  made  for 
: creation  of  a separate  administration.  This  entailed  the  separation  of  all  infectious 
ease  records  e.g.  Tuberculosis  Register,  Milk  Licenses  and  Registrations,  Mobile 
d Hawkers  and  factory  Registrations  etc,,  were  separated,,  Arrangenats  were  also  made 
^.separate  Refuse  Collection  Service,

The  initial  activities  of  the  newly  appointed  staff  were  directed  particularly 
ards  food  handlers.  This  was  clearly  necessary  in  view  of  the  very  large  number 
mobile  shops  that  were  scattered,  throughout  the  District,  many  of  which  were  below 
eptable  standards-. 

With  regard  to  the  vi  tics  detailed  in  the  body  of  the  report,  it 

t be  remembered  that  the  population  of  ICirkby  is  an  extremely  youthful  one  and  it 
estimated  that  bCffo  are  below  15  years  of  age.  The  population  is  not  only  a very 
thful  one  but  is  also  an  exceedingly  fertile  one,  the  crude  birth  rate  being  28,3 
thousand  of  the  population  and  the  adjusted  birth  rate  20,7,  The  birth  rate  for 
land  and  Wales  for  1958  was  16, Ti  e adjusted  death  rate  of  11,8  compares  very 
ourably  with  that  of  England  and.  Wales  (11.7). 


The  infant  mortality  rate  of  55  per  thousand  live  births,  cannot  be  regarded 
entirely  unsatisfactory  in  view  of  the  high  birth  rate  and  the  many  social  difficulties 
ountered  by  some  of  the  families  in  the  District, 


X am  happy  to  report  that  no  maternal  death  took  place  during  the  period  under 


lew. 


It  is  inevitable  that  there  should  be  in  Kirkby  a •'*  wlrly  high  percentage  of 
idents  whose  names  are  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register,  as  a measure  of  priority  is 
perly  given  by  the  Liverpool  Corporation  to  cases  cf  Tuberculosis  on  the  waiting  ’ 
ft  for  re-housing.  This  position  has  been  kept  under  constant  review*  It  is  felt, 
•ver*  that  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  better  housing  and  a healthier  environment,

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 


There  are  eighty  privy  middens  but  they  are  situated  in  the  rural 
parts  of  the  Jrban  District  and  cannot  be  converted  owing  to  the  absence  of 
adequate  sewers.  It  is  calculated  that  approximately  9200  houses  are  provided 
with  fresh  wg,ter  closets. 


REFUSE  REMOVAL. 


This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department.  During 
the  nine  months  under  review,  six  new  refuse  collection  vehicles  have  been 
ordered  and  delivered  at  approximate  cost  of  £15,500.  The  first  of  these 
vehicles  was  delivered  in  May  and  last  in  November. 

Prior  to  the  formation  of  the  urban  district,  the  work  of  refuse 
collection  was  carried  out  by  the  Whiston  Rural  District  Council,  and  owing 
to  a shortage  of  both  labour  and  vehicles,  the  collection  was  erratic.  By  the 
end  of  the  period  under  review,  a regular  weekly  collection  was  operating 
throughout  the  district.  In  the  case  of  Quarry  G-reen  Flats  and  the  main 
shopping  centres,  the  collection  was  twice  weekly. 
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DISINFESTATION 


Twenty  houses  belonging  to  the  Liverpool  Corporation  were  treated 
because  of  verminous  infestation.  In  addition  householders  are  encouraged 
to  carry  out  disinfestation  and  are  supplied  with  suitable  insecticides. 

RODENT  CONTROL 


One  whole-time  rodent  operator  is  employed  by  the  Local  Authority* 
This  operator  has  been  properly  trained  and  has  attended  a full-time  course 
of  instruction  on  rodent  control  organised  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION  AND  SMOKE  ABATEMENT.

All 
incidents  of  excessive  smoke  were  investigated  and  managements  interviewed.  The  re- 
ha  s been  a very  marked  degree  of  co-operation  with  managements  on  this  matter.

POOD  & DRUG-S  ACT  1955. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

Since  1955  the  area  included  within  the  Urban  District  has  formed  par 4 
of  a ” specified  area”.  This  means  that  all  "dealers”  who  retail  milk  in  the 
district  must  sell  only” designated  milks’,*  i.e.  Pasteurised.  Sterilised.  0r 
Tuberculin  Tested.  * 

.By  far  the  greater  portion  of  the  retail  supply  of  milk  of  this  district 
is1  supplied  by  "dairies"  situate  outside  the  district,  using  the  now  familiar 
motorised  delivery  vans.  One  firm  has  established  a "depot"  on  the  KLrkby  Traffl 
Estate  to  which  all  delivery  vans  return  daily. 

There,  is  one  milk  pasteurising  and  sterilising  plant  within  the  districl 
and.  thus  is  frequently,  inspected  by  this  department  and  also  by  the  County  Sanitr 
Officer  who,  for  the  time  being,  is  responsible  for  the  sampling  of  milk  ah  also] 
for  the  inspection  of  the  "heat  treatment”  plant.  These  latter  functions  a re  bd 
carried  out  by  this  officer  onbehalf  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  in  their 
capacity  of  "Pood  and  Drugs  Authority”.  It  is  anticipated  that  these  functions 
become  the  responsibility  of  this  Authority -by  1961.

STORAC-E,  PREPARATION,  AND  SALE  OP  POOD. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  period  under  review  covers  only  the  first  ] 
nine  months  of  the  existence  of  this  Authority,  it  will  be  realized  that  the 
amount  of  Inspectoral  Staff  available  was  extremely  limited. 

This  shortage  of  staff  necessitated  the  existing  staff  being  used  to  I 
the  best  possible  advancage.  It  was  considered  that  the  storage,  preparation,  an 
sale  of  food  was  most  important,  and  to  this  end  very  careful  continual  supcrvisioi 
was  arranged  for  all  the  food  preparing  premises  in  the  district.  In  this  way,  it 
was  possible  to  make  264  visits  to  food  premises.

In  addition  a campaign  was  commenced  to  improve  the  standard  of -mobile 
ti ading  throughout  the  district.  Not  less  than  150  inspections  were  made  and  the 
appropriate  advice  and  instructions  were  given  in  each  case.  In  addition  a 
circular  letter  was  sent  to  oil  known  mobile  traders  throughout  the  district, 
informing  them  of  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  the  Lanoashitf 
County  Council  (G-eneral  Powers)  .Act  1951,  and  also  the  standard  operated  by  this  1 
department.  Lectures  were  also  given  to  members  of  the  local  Mobile  Traders 
As so cation.

Following  upon  these  efforts,  a considerable  improvement  took  place 
in  the  standard  of  mobile  trading,  but  it  was  obvious  that  further  efforts  would 
be.  necessary  if  the  highest  possible  standard  were  to  be  achieved.  At  the  time  of! 
writing  this  report,  the  abovementioned  efforts  'have  been  followed  by  even  more  !1
